‘SHOT DOWN AT HOME

FPendleton Young Woman Probably Fa-
tally Wounded—A Chinese
Youth Suspected.

Miss May Wallace, a teacher in the|
Pendleton academy, was ehot through |
the body while standing by & window at
the home of her parents in that city at
9 o'clock Thuredey evening. The shot
waeg fired through the window glass by
some person who etood outside of the
honge. Suspicion rests upon a young
Chinese named Goon as the perpetrator
of the erime.

Miss Wallace came there from the
East with her father’s family a year ago,
and has becn teaching at the Pendleton
academy. BShe is one of the brightest,
most caltivated, intellectosl and charm-
ing soeially of all the young ladies of
that eaty.

Miss Wallace has been teacher of a
clase of Chin&e youths, in addition to
her regular doties on the facully of the
academy. Recently she expelled Goon,
& young Ohinese boy, probably not more
than 20 years old, from the clase. Goon
was much mortified and enraged at his
expulsion.

That night, juet at 8 o'clock, Miss
Wallace stood by a dining table in her
home on Webb street, doing some gew=
ing, when some one fired through the
window, the bullet entering her body
just below the hip joint, ranging op-
ward and caming clear through, eo the
surgeon lecated it on the other side just
beneath the ekin, An operation was
performed and it 1s difficnlt to determine
what the resunit will be. Physicians
however, fear the worst, as it is feared
the vital organs have been go affected as

'to prevent her recovery.
